sion in this important region. There is some- 
thing peculiarly intere sting and solemn in the 
reflection, that Christian zeal at this day, is 
irying to intreduce the light of the Gospel in 
those ‘places which were, seventeen hundred 
years ago,so tamiliar to the great apostle of 
the Gentiles, 


Prospect of a Bible Society in Smyrna: 


The Rev. Charles Williamson, Bri- 
tish Chaplain at Smyrna, writes to 
Mr. Jowett from that place, under 
date of March 14 :— 


IT hope the time is not far distant, 
when I shall have to announce a 
Smyrna Bible Society. The Greeks 
and Armenians appear, however, sus- 
picious of our intentions. ‘They can- 
not conceive how a body of men can, 
without political or sinister ecclesiasti- 
cal molives, associaie and spend their 
money, to distribute the Scriptures 
gratis, or at a cheap rate, to men ofa 
different nation from themseives,— 
Every suspicion would instantly van- 
ish, on the sight of an Authority from 
the Patriarchs at Constantinople ; so 
great is the power which they possess 
over the minds of the people. After 
the procuring of such a document, 
which I believe to be easy, we shall be 
able to set about our work with much 
greater probability of success ; not only 
in Smyrna, but in the Islands aud ad- 
jacent country. 

I propose, all things concurring, to 
go to Constantinople in June ot July, 
after hearing fiom the Malta Com- 
mittee, to endeavour to obtain the do- 
cument in question; and, if success- 
ful, to get a few copies printed, and to 
deposit one in each of the principal 
Churches of the country. From Con- 
stantinople I would proceed, with my 
interpreter and Janissary, accompa- 
timents absolutely necessary and al- 
ways used in these countries, along 
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nelles; visiting the principal Islands 
between Smyrna and Constautinople. 
Should the time permit, I would ex- 
tend my tour to the islands west and 
south west of Smyrna; paving the 
way, or smoothing its ruggedness for 
the introduction of the Bible. The 
summer following I could either revi- 
sit them with you, or make a tour to 
the north-east of Smyrna in the inte- 
rior. 

Under date of April 6th, Mr. Williamson 
writes— 

It has long since occurred to me to 
send a few books into the Islands, 
could I find confidential agents; the 
want of whom, and of a few copies of 
the Patriarcl’s approbation of the 
New Testament to seud along with 
them, have hitherto prevented me. 
Without such ‘copies’ we shall do very 
little. In fact, they should be insert- 
ed in every book, for years to come. 


Reception of the Hebrew New Testament 
among the Jews at Smyrna, 


Mixing with all kinds of people and 
shewing the Testament, (says Mr. 
Williamson,) I did the same among 
the Jews. Some would not even 
touch it. Some will read it in secret. 
One of them denying the truth of the 
contents of the Testament, [ brought 
him, at last, to confess that he did not 
believe the Old: baving more reasons, 
in his own opinion, for the truth of the 
Old Testament than of the New, he 
would question the validity of Lis own, 
rather than admit the truth of the 
other. Another Jew, who ts in the 
highest estimation among his brethren 
for his learning, has been reading the 
Hebrew Testament all the last month, 
in order to write a book against it. 
He is going to prove to the world that 
Christianity is altogether false! He 
writes no language but a barbarous 
Hebrew. He means to ciiculate his 
book by multiplying mauuscript co- 
pies! Several Jews hare asked me to

lend them copies of the Testament. 
They generally return them. Qne, 
however, has been retained. 


Voyage of the Rev. IW. Joweit to 
Smyrna. 

From a letter of the Rev. W. Jowett, dated 
Malta, April 25th, it will appear that he wm 
undertaken a visit to Sinyrua and some othe 
places. 

An excellent opportunily offering 
for Smyrna, [am induced to avail my- 
selfof it, with the intention of visiting 
two or three of the principal Greek 
Islands and a part of Greece, in the 
service of the Malta Bible Soviety, 
My proposed track is Smyrna—Scio— 
either Mytylene or Tino, or peiliaps 
both—Athens—Coriath, and Patrass. 
Soould 1, on my arrival at Patrass, 
tind that the Malta Packet bas just 
left, a delay of two or three we eKs will 
afford me time to visit Yi anisiva > but 
upon this part of ihe journey f do not 
calculate Nigh eagerpess 5 as itis my 
wish, if possi, He, not much to exceed 
two montis. 

For the expenses, our Comuittce 
here draw upon the British and Fo- 
veigu Bible Society, as that Society 
with be duly advised. A covsiderabie 
sum has also been voted bere to Mr. 
Williamson, at Smyrna, to assist him, 
uvext summer, in effecting a junction 
between the Bible Societies of Malta 
aud Odessa, and for similar objects of 
travel, 

I go well furnished with Greek, ltae 
lian, and Hebrew Testaments. ‘The 
ltalian are of the beautifil, pure, and 
simple version of Archbishop Martini. 

[For effecting the junctien between 
the Malta and Odessa Bible Societies 
alluded to by Mr. Jowett, Mr. Wil- 
Jiamson had addressed a letter to 
Geuerai Cobley, an Englishman, Com- 
mandant at Odessa , proposing co-ope- 
ration and correspondence. ]

While the cause of the Bible and of 
Missions is irresistibly making its way 


in the hearts of our Countrywen, how 


delightful is it to behold the Spirit of 


Toleration, and even of Religious [n- 
quiry, springing up among the very 
people for whom we labour and pray ! 
While we seek to bless them, they 
seem toask the blessing! Such Hlape- 
ful signs of better days should teaeh 
us, not to be soon weary in well doing ; 
for in due season we shall reap, if we 
faint not, 

There is something in the mixed 
character of the inhabitants of Maho- 
medan Countiies, when well under- 
stood, peculiarly favourably to the in- 
troduction of Divine ‘Pruth. Every 
degree. of indulgence aud toleration 
afforded by law, usage, or publie opi- 
pion, on the part of the dominant 
power, Should be improved to the ut- 
mast, for the purposes of fair argn- 
nieut aud kind persuasion, among the 
Mahomedans themselves. On the 
other hand, the immense and various- 
ly-divided Christian Population would 
afford to the Missionary some recom- 
mendation of his objects; some pro- 
tection in occasional difficulties; and 
the hope of gaining, at no very dis- 
taut period, enlightened fellow-labour- 
ers. 

The latter part of this remark ape 
plies move particularly to the Asiatie 
Christians, and those in Greece and 
Egypt. Through all the North of 
Africa, from Lybia westward to Mo- 
rocco, a Chiistian Bishop has not 
been known for centuries ! 

But I proceed to the Extracts, 
which will prove interesting to the 
Members of many Religious Societies 
in England : and, ch! that multitudes 
might be awakened to hear and an- 
swer the piercing cry of these people, 
Come over, and help us / 


Smyrna, March 14, 1818. 


God be with you (Mr. Williamson 
writes) in your Journeyings in Egypt, 
and conduct you safe through the an- 
cient land ef promise! May ycu ve 
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well prepaved for disappointments ; 
jo lessen their weight, and to blunt 
their pOguaucy. 

I proceed to inform you what can 
be dune respecting School Esiablish 
wents, such as are on the West-Afii- 
can Coast. 

By the Laws of the Ottoman Ein- 
pire, every fureigner and all denomi- 
nations of Christians have a_ peifect 
wleration; a full liberty to worship 
God according to their own manner 
aud discipline; and publicly to teach 
tie doctrines of Christianity to all 
who are desirous of learning them, 
excepting to Mahomedans. No blame 
attached to a preacher, if a ‘Turk 
voluntarily joins a Christian Assem- 
bly: the danger itmpends ouly over 
the convert: his blood, should it be 
spilt, would be on his own head—a 
crown of glory ! 

Gravting no instance of a conver- 
sion took place among the Turks for 
these ten years, still the sowing of the 
seeds of Salvation among thousands of 
our fellow creatures, bearing the name 
of Christ, but ignorant ever of the 
first principles of Christianity, would 
be an ample recompence for our byre- 
thren in England, to induce them to 
undertake that labour of love, of esta- 
blishing Schools on the Coasts of Asia 
Minor and in the Greek Islands. Our 
friends might here have great oppor- 
tunities of clothing the naked, feeding 
the hungry, and sheltering the friend- 
less orphan. 


On this point Mr. Jowett remarks— 


Is it possible to forget, in how many 
instances the care of Orphans has is- 
sued in the establishment of Mission- 
ary Institutions and Colleges? Thus 
ithas happened in Germany, in Ame- 


-riea, in India, in West Africa. It 


might form an interesting subject for 
a detached history. 


Mr. Williamson proceeds— 


After a great plague, numbers of 
young imnoceuts, destitute of every 
protector, are left to the mercies of a 
hard-hearted world. Oue family I 
have discovered so miserably ignor- 
ant, through vice and poverty, that 
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they were neither Protestants, Greeks, 
Armenians, nor Papists. They bear, 
lowever, the name of Christians. 
One of this family, a boy of nine years 
of age, I have undertaken to educate. 

Of Stations for Schools, there are 
not fewer than six, at the distances ef 
from two to ten hours’ ride from 
Smyrna; and many more, at a greater 
distance, and in the Islands, ‘The 
names of the towns and villages allud- 
ed tu, are, Smyrna, Maguisi, (the far- 
thest, distant nine hours’ ride) Boo- 

jah, ajelah, Boornabat, and Sediquy. 
Magnuisi is half as large as Smyrna, 
without, { believe, a single European. 

With respect to Missionaries, I have 
to observe, that an individual ignor- 
ant of the principal language of the 
Country, would be of very little ser- 
vice. So long as there is a Chaplain 
in Smyrna, where there is a Chapel 
full large enough for the number of 
English residing in the city, and so 
long as there is rio other English Set- 
tlement in Asia Minor, there is no 
necessity at ail for an English Preach- 
er. 

Should a School be established ia 
Smyrna similar to those in Africa, the 
Master and Mistress should be per- 
fectly well acquainted with the French 
language; and the Master should 
know something of Greek. Three ouly 
ef the Smyrna Ladies speak English. 
Could not Jersey or Guernsey pro- 
duce a person well qualified, having a 
willing mind to come over and help us, 
if the Society felt inclined to favour 
the object? 

[ Mr. Williamson observing,“ I could 
wish you to have some Frencli, and 
one or two Greek Sermons, ready by 
the time that you arrive here,” Mr. 
Joweit says, “ The Homilies, in excel- 
lent Modern Greek, of Bishop Miniati, 
contain two of the most siinple and 
pathetic Discourses upon the Passion, 
that Ihave ever seen.” 

In the subsequent Letter of April 6th, Me, 
Williamson adds— 

Should Schools be established at 
convenient distances, { could superin- 
tend or visit them about once a month : 
or oftener, upon any emergency. 
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I would propose such establishments 
to.be called Orphan-Houses ; and that 
the object should be,.to teach without 
distinction the poor, but to feed and 
clothe only the destitute orphan. In 
such @ place, and to an audience of 
which the Children would make a 
part, the Gospel would appear in a 
more amiable form. The comfortable 
provision and happiness of the little 
innocents snatched from indigence, 
shame, and death, would stifle the 
jealousy and displeasure of many ; 
and light and reformation would ex- 
tend their happy influence, with fewer 
obstructions to stop their progress. 


Usefulness of Religious Tracts. 

With reference to this subjeet, Mr. William- 
soy writes 

The best pioneers for Bibles are 
Religious Tracts. A few of these I 
have had translated from the French, 
and sent to England to be printed. I 
expect to have three more finished be- 
fore June, which I should like to take 
to Corfu, to have the advantage of 
Greek printers and correctors of the 
press ; besides avoiding the great de- 
lay of sending them to. be printed, 
and receiving them from England. 
On my return from Corfu, with these 
numerous Allies. of the Bible, I could 
still make the tour of the principal 
Islands, with the advantage of dispers- 
ing far and wide, these powerful, 
though petty auxiliaries.. 


Plans of Mr. Jowett and Mr. Connor: 


In the Letter of Mr. Jowett, of April 25, 
quoted above,he writes, with reference to his 
voyage to Smyrna— 

Most gladly should I have waited 
for Mr. Convov’s return, that we might 
have proceeded together to Egypt. 
Much reflection, however, on the 
state of the Mission for the last sixteen 
montis, convinces me that it will be 
best for us uot to be wholly dependent 
on each other in our plans; though, 
so far as Circumsiances permit, it 
would be better for us to co operate on 
the spot, and in the same journeys. 
This will be more needful when we 
fomimence travelling prom Egypt. I 
Yeave him word, however, should he 


arrive at Malta before me in a state 
of perfect readiness, not to wait for 
me; but to proceed, as soon as hie 
pleases, to Alexandria and Cairo.— 
That Imay not be long behind his, [ 
shall endeavour, Hi my present excu. 
sion, to limit myself to time. 

Mr. Williamson’s. commu ications 
will shew you how important the Sta. 
tion of Smyrna may, in time, become, 
From them, and from the letter of 
Mr. Pinkerton, you will also see, that 
we may hope, ere long, to have the 
golden circle drawn ail round the 
continent of Europe, and the knot 
tied ! 





BRITISH AND FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY, 
Extracts of Correspondence. 


From a Minister in one of ihe Bahama 
Islands. New Providence, January, 
LOth, 1818. 

The books. of which yowadvised me, 
arrived safe, and in excellent condi- 
tion. They have proved a most ac- 
ceptable supply. I am persuaded the 
attention of the committee of the Brit 
ish and Foreign Bible Society could not 
have been directed. to-a part of his Ma- 
jesty’s. dominions which stood more in 
need of Bibles and ‘Testaments than 
the Bahama islands. bt am hapyy to 
say that nuinbers of families who had 
no Bible or ‘Testament, (some indeed 
had a few leaves carefully preserved,) 
now possess the Book they prize above 
every other, and rejoice m their posses- 
sion. One poor woman told me she 
never read a chapter in the Festam>nt 
in her life, till she read one in the ‘Tes- 
tament [ let her father have, and that 
she never received such light as she 
did from reading it, The Comittee 
would be pleased to see the poor old 
widows reading their large Testaments 5 
they consider themselves rich indeed, 
and they requested me to retarn then 
thanks to the Committee tor so great 
a gift; some of them woul? insist on 
giving the widow's mice, aut sowne wave 
sixpence. " beg leave to offer my 
thanks, and those of the poor people, 
both whites and blacks, to the Com 
mittee, for the Bibles and ‘estaments 
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jam happy to inform you, that all 
ihe Spauish ‘Testaments are disposed 
of: forty-eight were sold in one day. 
M, friend Dr. Dumaresq, who teuk up- 
1 himself the disposal o1 the whole, 
ving been acquainted with many of 

Spaniards, told me, that as soon as

s may have voluntarily paid the full 
mount ef the books. At Barbadoes 
I had the pleasure of beholding the 
commencement of an Auxiliary Bible 
society, solely for the black and col- 
vured people, patronized and support- 
‘d by the Rev. Mr. Garnett, principal 
sinister of the church in Bridgetown ; 
ey have drawn up their rules, and 
‘ntered into liberal subscriptions. ‘This 
Lible Society had been, at first con- 
ected with a School Society, which 
consisted ef no less than 200 black and 
coloured children. At the time I was 
present there, 1 recommended their 
‘eparating the two Societies, which they 
nave done, and promise themselves to 
‘orward to your Society, very soon, a 
considerable part of their fruits, pro- 
duced since the commencement of their 
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assembling. I supplied their school, 
gratis, with a few Bibles, and left a 
quantity for sale for the benefit of the 
Society. I have likewise sent Bibles 
to the Island of Dominico, under the 
care of a pious officer there, to distri- 
bute, at his discretion, as also to Gre- 
nada, Trinidad, &c. and here | am sta- 
tioned myself fer a time. 

{ have now to request a still larger 
grant of Bibles from your Society. In 
the Island of ‘Trinidad | find, there are 
a number of Mahomedans, who are 
willmg to read the Scriptures; but, 
alas, neither are the Arabic, nor even 
English Bibles, to be bought tor money. 
Twelve Arabic Bibles, with abouf tree 
dozen English, i think I could dispose 
of greatly to the advantage of your lib- 
eral Society, and J humbly trust, to the 


glory of God. 


Irom @ Correspondent in Hanover. 
May 25, 1818. 
Last week a worthy clergyman 
brought me 45 dollars, which be had 
collected. He told ane wusat in his par- 
ish he had gone from house to house, 
for the purpose of inguining into the 
want of Bibies, and to collect contribu- 
tious. In this performance he had, to 
his great joy, found many who loved 
the word of God. He came to one 
poor cottage, inhabited, if I am not 
mistaken, by a daytabourer, wio hap- 
pered not to be at home: his wife said, 
that ker husband would gladly give 
something, for the Bible was their great- 
est couslort. 


From a Swiss Clergyman Travelting 
in Egypt. Alexandria, March 2, 
1813. 

I have sold here 181 Bibles and Tes- 
taments, never at more, generally at 
less than halt, of the cost price :—half 
of these were Greek Testaments, and 
the other half comprehend 24 French 
Bibles. I wish I had more of the lat- 
ter; however, the Italian Bible, fox 
which I have obtained fitty subscribers, 
is expected with great impatience. U p- 
on the whole, I was rather surprised to 
find, notwithstanding the vrevailing 






























































































prejudices against the Bible, which I 
was daily obliged to witness, that it 
was eagerly sought after by many from 
whom { never expected such an ini- 
quiry. 
From the Rev. Robert Pinkerton. 
Pleskoff, May, 30, 1818. 


On the 25th instant I left St. Peters. 
burgh, and commenced my journey in- 
to White Russia, by directing my course 
towards Gatschina, the beautiful sum- 
mer residence of ‘the late Emperor. 
Before separating from my dear family 
and friends, I had the satisfaction of 
seeing our beloved President, just re- 
turned from Moscow, who gave us the 
most favourable account of the pro- 
ceedings of the Society in that city. 
The prince has also, as on former oc- 
casions, furnished me with a number 
of letters of recommendation, in the 
name of the Comittee, which 1 hope 
will powerfully tend to promote the 
benevolent work in which I am enga- 
ged, particularly in those parts of 
White Russia, and Lithuania, which | 
have never visited before. Continuing 
my course from Gatschina, through 
Luga, and Borovitch; I found myself, 
early in the morning of the 27 7th, ap 
proaching the once strong and massive 
but now fast mouldering, walls and 
towers of the ancient capital of the 
principality of Plescoyia. This city, 
like her sister Novogorod, though still 
retaining numerous monuments of for- 
mer greatness and opulence, is, in gen- 
eral, in a ruined state. The number 
of its inhabitants is still reckoned abaut 
ten thousand. 

I met with a very kind reception 
from the Arch Bishop, (residing in a 


monastery about five versts out of 


town, beautifully situated on the banks 
of the Velikia,) who, in union with his 
Excellency the Governor, since my 
last visit to this place in 1816, has suc- 
ceeded in forming a Bible Society for 
this province, which contains a popu- 
lation of upwards of 650,000 souls. 
This took place on the 12th of March, 
{S17, and the progress of the institu- 
uon, during the first vear of its exist- 
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ence, has far surpassed their fondes 
expectations. The number of anny, 
subscribers is 211, and of benefactuy, 
1117, among whom there are many of 
the poorest of the peasantry, who 0, 
being made acquainted with the simp}. 
and sacred object of this Society, M il. 
lingly came forward with their Kopeks 
to “a its funds. ‘The subseriy ptions, 
and kopek collections made among the 
peasantry, during the first year, amount 
to near 13,000 rubles. ‘Phe demand 
for the Holy Scriptures has-been creaz, 

The Arch Bishop informed me, that 
in his diocese, which consists of 450 
churches, the greater part of the cler. 
gy are still without Bibles! Throug’; 
the continued exertions of the Sociew, 
however, with this learned and venera. 
ble Prelate at its head, there is guod 
reason to hope, that this lamentatile 
scarcity of God’s word, not only among 
the clergy, but also among numbeis 
of the laity, who are able to read i, 
will be removed. 


Fromihe same. Watepsk, June 5, 1818. 


On my arrival in Potolsk, I met with 
a very kind reception from "Bis Royal 
Highness the Duke, who inquired par- 
ticularly respecting the prosperity of 
the Bible Society, in different quarters 
of the world, and expressed his great 
satisfaction at its continued success in 

every Province of the Russian Empire. 
On the 4th instant, we had a full meet: 
ing of the Members of Committee, in 
which several new arrangements res: 
pecting the distribution of the Sacred 
Writings, were proposed and adopted, 
which, it is hoped, will produce good 
effects. 

The income of the Society, during 
the first year, is, 4538 rubles. Since 
receiving the Bibles and Testaments 
from St. Petersburg, upwards of 30 
copies have been sold and circulated. 
They have opened a sale for the Holy 
Scriptures in the chief market place, 
and have sent numbers of copies into 
the district towns of the Province foi 
sale and distribution. 

This Society has two Associations, 
one in Yelege, and the other in Polotst. 
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Both in Pleskoff and in this city, have 
visited the prisons and hospitals, and 
distributed the Sacred Volume among 
the afllicted and unfortunate. The 
number of the Jews in this city is great ; 
they compose upwards of one half of 
the inhabitants, who are reckoned 
12,000. One of the Directors of the 
Com: nittee, General Wshorba, is very 

‘alous in circulating the Hebrew Tes- 
tament among thei. 


From thesame. Mogileff, June 10, 1818. 


It affords me great satisfaction to be 
enabled again to address yon from the 
seat of the White Russian Bible Socie- 
ty, and to inform you of its prosperity. 
i now write to you from the residence 
of the venerable Arch Bishop Daniel, 

who most kindly invited me to lodge 
with him during my stay, and who is 
unwearied in his exertions to further 
the Bible cause in his extensive Epar- 

chy. At a very respectable meeting 
of the Committee, at which the Arch 
sishop, the Catholic Bishop, and Count 
‘Tolstoy, attended. 1 learned the par- 
ticulars of their transactions since the 
formation of the institution of Novem- 
ber 1816, and was happy to see sever- 
al propositions agreed to, which pro- 
mise to accelerate their benevolent la- 
bours in time to come. ‘They have 
already succeeded in bringing into cir- 
culation upwards of 3200 Bibles and 
‘Testaments, in different languages, of 
which number, 1800 copies have been 
distributed inthearmy. According to 
the regulations of the late much la- 
mented Field-Marshal Prince Barclay 
de Tolly, each regiment was at first 
furnished with ene Bible, and twelve 
Testaments. The Bible was given to 
the chaplain of the regiment, and each 
of the twelve companies, of which it 
is composed, received a ‘Testament ; 
and the Chief Priest of the army in- 
forms me, that, at stated times, each 
company is assembled to hear the Tes- 
tament read. ‘Those also among the 
soldiers, who are capable of reading, 
have opportunities of obtaining copies 


for themselves ; but, as the number of 
ihege is but small, the above regulations 
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were thought to be the most proper in 


the first instance, for making the sol- 
diers acquainted with the saving truths 


of the Gospel. Many of the officers 

have sth d Bibles for themselves, 
particularly in the French, German, 
and Slavonian languages. ‘The amount 
of subscriptions and donations already 
received lrom different regiments, is 
about 10,000 rubles. 

In the town of Shloff, which is most- 
ly inhabited by Jews, 1 found them ex- 
ceedingly desirous of obtaining ‘Testa- 
ments. They told me that timy had 
een One in the possession of a young 
man, belonging to another village, but 
that he would not consent to let them 
have it. ‘this roused their desire to 
obtaia copies for themselves. IL distii- 
buted ten ‘Te: taments among such of 
theiu as I found capable of understand- 
lng them, and was sorry that f had no 
no more with me, as many came alter- 
wards, carnestly begging for them. 
The number amowg the Jews in this 
country, who understand the Hebrew, 
is much greater than I forinerly sup - 
posed. 

IRELAND. 

From tire Report of the Hibernian Society, 
just published, it appears that they have now 
under their patronage 392 schools, containing 
32,516 children. We are sorry to see a balance 
still due to the Treasurer of 716/. 

The following extracts from the correspond- 
ence appended to the Report will shew the 
virulent enmity of some of the priests against 
the gospel and the ucw system of education ; 
and a remarkable instance of that victory, 
which the Bible obtains, notwithstanding, 
over Popish ignorance and superstition :— 

“ As the different inspectors have 
been but a short time out, I have not 
yet learned whether the remote dis- 
tricts have felt the shock, which has 
made some of our schoo!s in this coun- 
thry totter to their basis. You will 
perceive by what the Rev. J. B—~ 
communicates, that the Sw school. 





kept by a very deserving muster, has 


almost suffered extinction ; and Ihave 
already mentioned the violent attack 
the S—— schools have had from 
riest B——. + Our fine female schoo! 
withered beicre his noxious breath; 
and from ovr male school there were 
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many desertions : however, Iam hap- 
py to announce that, even in this ear- 
lv stage of the campaign, when the 
enemy has had all the advantage of a 
pre-conceived, yet to us, inlooked for 
assault, he has no great cause for 
triumpli, Last week our female 
school was reduced almost to a skele- 
ton; and you cannot conceive how 
the ladies, who give their daily attends 
ance, grieved and mourned over the 
desolation of the school. This week, 
however, witnessed an almost un- 
hoped for revival ; and this day every 
pupil has returned but two. All the 
boys, excepting three or four, have 


also returned to their school.” 


After several other instances of priestly hos- 
tility, the writer procecds ; 

‘This renewal of hostilities en the 
part of the Popish clergy may, no doubt 
in a degree, be attributed to the late 
Boll of their sovereign pontiff’ against 
the Bible Society ; as it gave a pretext 
to indulge their irreconcilable enmity 
to the scriptures ; which, from the pro- 
gress of light in this country, would be 
now very unpopular without some such 
excuse Never was the infallibility of 
a decision ex-cathedra betier supported 
by the event than that given in the 
bull of Pope Pius VII, Iti is, indeed, 
‘evident from experience, that the Ho- 
ly Scriptures, when circulated in the 
vulgar tongue, have been highly preju- 
dicial to the interests of their cause ;’ and 
never was that experience more abun- 
dant in this kingdom than of late. We 
have, however, the testumony of facis 
to prove, that were the whole hierarchy 
to unite, their combined efforts could 
not totallly prevent the progress of ciy- 
iliz ation, and emancipation from Po- 
pish delusions, which have been so 
considerably advanced by the labours 
of the Society. 

‘The labours of the Society have 
opened anew and hitherto unthought 
of rocess for the pacification of this 
King’ oin3 which on trial has proved 
that, if allowed to proceed, it is calcu- 
lated 10 do more for the attainment of 
the oajcct, than any plan hitherto de- 
vised.— Br angelic ‘al Mag. 


AMERICAN BOARD CF COMMISSION- 
ERS FOR FOREIGN MissloNns. 
NINTH REPORT. 

Concluced from p. 406. 

This appeal [the appeal before re- 
ferred to,| has already touched many re 
heart; and in answer to it, * Pious 
zeal and liberal charities” Aave been dis- 
plaved, and * associations for the sup- 
port of this object” have been tormed. 
And yourCommittee are persuaded tat 
a desion weich promises so much fer 
the advancement of the general cause, 
will be liberally and effectuaily patren- 

ized, by this Board, and the Christian 
public. The experiments made, and 
the facts communicated by the Mission- 
aries, afiord ample encouragementior a 
steady and vigorous prosecution of the 
plan of establishing schools and fur- 
nishing instruction, for the heathen 
children and youth in the district of 
Jatina, as fast and to as great an ex- 
tent, as the means at disposal and a 
due regard to the various objects of 
our several establishments will permit. 

Earnestly engaged as the Mission- 
aries have been for the instruction of 
the young in schools and in their fami- 
lies, they have not been unmindful of 
the paramount importance of preaciing 
the Gospel. At Tillipally and in the 
neighbouring parishes, Messrs. Warren 
and Poor have preached statedly on 
the Sabbath, and on other days,as they 
have had opportunity; as have also 
Messrs. Richards and Meigs at Jafi- 
napatam, while resident there, and at 
Batticotta and in the vicinity, since 
their removal to their station. Theic 

preaching has, of course, been for the 
most part, through the medium of in- 
terpreters; but in October just a year 
after settling at Tillipally, Mr. Poor 
commenced preaching in ‘Tamul, the 
language chiefly spoken in the northern 
partof Ceylon. ‘The numbers of thea 
hearers have been considerable, and at 
the latest dates were increasing. Many 
have been constant and earnest iu their 
attention, and some, it is hoped, have 
received abiding i impressions both from 
the public and private instructions giv- 
enthem. { The case of Supayen, is an 
ample proof, see pp. 57, 120, 332.) 
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No later iniormation [than has been 
already publishea] has been received 
of this young Malabarian confessor, of 
whom it may be devouily hoped, that 
he 3s designed by sovereign grace to be 
an orpament to the Ciristian cause, a 
blessing to his bewildered countrymen, 
and a crown of Missionary rejoicing in 
the day of the Lord Jesus. 


Other individuals are mentioned, (of 


whom one has been employed as a 
schoolinaster, another as 
the Missionaries themselves in ‘Tamul, 1 
and another as an interpreter,) whose 
minds appear to have received deep 
convictions of divinetruth. And nota 
few of the natives, Bramins, Headmen, 
and others, have been excited to inqui- 
ry, and have expressed doubts respect 

ing their own religion. If the inquiry 
occur, why effects of this kind should 
appear, so much sooner at Jafina, than 
at Bombay ; it may be proper to re- 
collect, that at Jafina rays of divine 
light, long ago, scattered there by Mis- 
sionaries, have pierced, and in a mea- 
sure, dissipated the thick mists of hea- 
thenism, and laid the minds of the peo- 
ple more open to instruction and con- 
viction. Especially should it be con- 
sidered and devoutly acknowledged, 


that ne, with whom is the residue of 


the Spirit, is a wise and holy Sovereign, 
who giveth not account of any ef his 
matters.” 

The Medical knowledge of Messrs. 
Warren and Richards gave early pro- 
mise of great advantages to the mission, 
and important benefits to the surround- 
ing population. 

He who came from Heavea—from 
the bosom of everlasiing love,—to seek 
and to save that which was lost, Him- 
self, while intent on his great work of 
preaching the Gospel, took our inkrmi- 
ties, and bare our sicknesses. His disci- 
ples, and especially his ministers, should 
possess and display the same compas- 
sionate spirit. And it cannot but aflord 
a high satisfaction aud cause of thank- 
fulness to this Board, and to the friends 
of missions and of mankind in this 
country, U by any means of theirs, the 
uiiseries of their icilow Y beings | in India, 
have been, or shall h ver 
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a teacher of 
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But how frail is man, and how liable 
to disappointinent or to interruption, 
ure even the most benevolent human 
purposes! Physicians have their own 
infirmities and sicknesses to bear, and 
are themselves objects of Christian sym- 
pathy. At the latest dates, Messrs. 
Wavrren and Richars were both suspend- 
ed from their labours, and languishing 
with disease. It will be recollected, 
that Mr. Warren, after his ordination, 
aud before leaving this country, was 
taken with bleeding at his lungs ;— 
with symptoms, which awakened no 
little concern for the eveat. It was, 
however, the opinion of physicians, that 
he could not do better tor his health or 
life, than to go to India. The voyage 
proved beneficiaal, and the climate of 
Ceylon propitious: and for about six 
months after his arrival there, he was 
able to be constantly and entirely en- 
gaged in the business and cares of the 
mission, and his prospect for establish- 
ed health was fair. But on the 13th of 
August, a year ago, to the great afllie- 
tion of all the members of the mission, 
and of many others, his malady return- 
ed. Noticing his case in their Journal 
ten days afterward, the brethren say, 
“ Our triend J. N. Mooyart, Esq. who 
visited us this morning, generously of- 
fered us the use of his house, which: is 
furnished with every convenience, and 
advised that Brother Warren should 
be removed to Jafinapatam. Brother 
Warren’s peace of mind, and resigna- 
tion to the divine will, are to us a cause 
for gratitude, and a ground of encou- 
ragement to all missionaries, to confide 
in the promise of their Lord and Mase 
ter, Lo, 1 am with you always.” 

At the house of Mr. Mooy art, to 
whom the Missiowaries and this Board 
are under great obligations for his mul- 
tiplied benefits, Mr. Warren experien- 
ced all the solace and relief, which the 
most affectionate kindness and assidu- 
ous atiention could afford. After some 
weeks however, it was judged advisable, 
that he should be removed to the south- 
ern part of the island, to avoid the ef: 
fects of the approaching rains; 
accordingly on the 9th of O 
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Jeft Jaffa forColumbo. [F orthe case 
of Mr. Warren, see pp. 246, 332

the members of the Board, and by the 
many thousands who take part with 
them in this great cause, prayer will be 

offered without ceasing to the Father 
ef our Lord Jesus Christ, that with all 
the riches of his mercy, he will be pre- 
sent with the beloved missionaries in 
the day of trial—witir the sick, and 
with those on whom consequently re- 
doubled labours and cares are devolv. 
ed—aflording to them respectively, ai! 
needed help and support ¢ and consola- 
tion; and that all their afflictions may 
redound to their sanctification and joy, 
and to the furtherance of his glorious 
Gospel among the heathen. Mission- 
aries—faithful, devoted missionaries, 
are His servants, enzaged in [His work, 
and holdea at His disposal. He loves 
them, and the cause for which they are 
sent forth to labour, infinitely better 
than do any of their patrons or friends 
onearth. Hecoimmands them to go, and 
teach all the nations; and assures them 
of his presence, and of a glorious re- 
ward; but he does not promise them 
exemptionfrom sickness or from death. 
The field, in which they are to labour, 
and to die, i is the field of unfading clo- 
ry; and by the same high mandate, 
which shall call them to rest from their 
labours, others will be summoned to fil! 
their places. 

Our missien to Ceylon has been 
marked with signal tokens ef the di- 
vine favour ; aud notwithstanding the 
cloud on which our eyes have been fix- 
ed, its general state and prospects are 
highly encouraging. ‘The climate, for 
a tropical one, is uncommonly sa!ubri- 
ous; the living is cheaper than in al- 
most any other part of India; the 
glebes and buildings in so many pleas- 
ant and populous parishes, assigued by 
the government to the mission, are ac- 
quisitions of great importance; a trans- 
lation of the Scriptures has already 
been imade into the language of the 


people: and in various respects the fa- 
cilities for communicating to thei the 
knowledge of the Gospel, and spread- 
ing it extensively, are such as are se}. 
dom found in heathen lands. And it 
is the purpose of your Committee, trust- 
ing in God, to use all diligence in 
strengthening the mission, and ail care 
to prevent a failure of its hopes. 
SENECA INDIANS. 
LETTER FROM Mf. J. B. HYDE. 
(Conelnded trom p. 412) 

Captain P. a prtucipal Chiet, 
he, forall, is the first man in the 
Six Nations, came out boidiy in favor 
of the Word of God. He answered 
the objections that had been made, 
_ shewed thal it was net the word 

' God that iad made these tribes 
vorse 3 but wes wicked contempt ol 
it, in going ntrary to tts commands. 
‘Phat they were not cit tte d to. follow 
these tribes tn el wickedness —Tne 
word of God torbid all wickedness, 
aad enjotued woat was right—They 
were called on to follow that. Be 
concluded with saving, it was his firm 
persuation ‘that 3 would not be well 
with Indiaus until they listened to, and 
obeyed the word of God 

he young men consulted together 
and appointed one of theiy number to 
speak. He answered respectfully, and 
with considerable emotion. He said 
they were lost in darkness in their 
Indian ways. Vhe contradiction of 
their dreamers and prophets only im- 
creased the darkness—fPhey had no 
hopes of arriving to light and truth and 
eternal life in the Indian ways. suey 
had obtained more light, he said, in 
the little time they had listened to the 
word of God than all their lives be- 
side. Let others do as they would, 
for themselves they were determined 
io remember the Sabbath, and listen 
to the word of God, while 1 was with 
them—when I went away they would 
make the best sinitt ihney could. 

August 30. he next Sabbath, the 
Feast of First Frui is, a great day with 
the indians, only one attended with as 
allday. ‘The others sent one of their 
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number with iheit excuse, and to 
assure me that they were not growing 
cold in their minds toward the word of 
God; but thought it right to join with 
thet: "people i ip bringing their thank- 
offering to the Lord. indeed 1 could 
not object to their honoring the Lord 
with their substance and the First 
fruits of all their merease, if done 
ih aight heart—I was rather 
pleased that my yourg fitends should 
walk with their people in every thing 
they could with a good conscience, 

Here L would remark, that these 5 
young men fived five miles irom me, 
with whom I bad had much Jess op 

ortupity than with many near me. 
They had been sometimes piesent in 
our Public Meetings or Councils. If 
had been expecting such a movement, 
1 should not have looked to this quar- 
ter. These young men have families, 
excepting one, and are from 20 to 33 
years of age. 

September 6 Only four attended— 
one was necessarily detained. They 
informed us that there were many of 
their people that thought with them, 
and were anxious to hear the word of 
God; but were waiting for the Chiefs to 
be agreed to receive the Gospel. 

13: Four other young men joined 
us, of similar character and age. Af- 
ter meeting, they informed us they 
wished to consult together. They re- 
tired for an hour, and gave us for sub- 
stance the following answer :—That 
they had covenanted together to re- 
member the Sabbath, and meet to 
hear the word of Ged. We might 
expect them with us on the Sabbath, 
the Lord giving them health and 
strenth. They should inform the chiefs 
of their determination—and that they 
must Lot expect them to follow them 
any longer in their old ways. And they 
should pray continually that God 
would move the hearts of the Chiefs 
to accept of the word of God, It 
being a time of a great Council, we 
had a number of Indians from abroad, 
some professors of religion from Tus- 
earora. The young men interceded 
with these professors to help them all 
thev could to persuade the Ch iefs to 
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accep( of the word of God. Wehad 
also five young men from Tuscarora, 
who conducted the singing in the In- 
dian language. It was an interesting 
day—it seemed as though the Lord 
was indeed in the midst of us. 

20. ight of aur young men attend- 
ed, with three others, who appeared 
to come to see and hear what was 
goiygon. With the assistance of our 
Tuscarora friends, we were able to 
sing in the Seneca language. It was 
an interesting day—Their attention 
and engagedness to be instructed ap- 
peared increasing. 

Is not the finger of God in this? 
Is not this the work of his Spirit—to 
move the minds of this people to en- 
quire after Him—and to bring out 
these young men from their people, in 
the face of so many difficulties, and 
in Opposition to so many plausible 
objections? Indeed white people can 
hardly conceive of the force of these 
objections to a handful of Indians, in- 
sulated by a proud, contemptuous and 
overwhelining population, with whom 
they can expectno affinity with their 
strong attachment to their people ani 
customs. In addition to the difficel- 
ties that have been mentioned, they 
have been led to suspect their lives 
were in danger from their Conjur- 
ors, whem the Indians firmly believe 
can take a person’s life at any dis- 
tance they please. I have no confi- 
dence in man. But if this is of the 
Lord it will stand. Will not aca 
pray for these young men—and mo: 
fervently and believingly for the Indi- 
ans. 

A principal object in sending these 
sheets to you, is that you would use 
your discretion in laying them before 
the public, to encourage praying peo- 
ple to be more in earnest and fre- 
quent in their prayers for the poor 
perishing Indians. And that you may 
know, and the public if you please, of 
iny own circumstances. I have al- 
ready informed you of my resign: 
tion, and the motives and circumstan- 
ces that have influenced me to con- 
tinue here. Ihave received no sup- 
port from any quarter since my resig- 
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nation. Three months since I knew 
that my debts amounted to as much as 
{ could rationaily expect to realize. 
(i have a mortgage on some landed 
property, which might be sold in six 
months at a great saerifice.) We had 
made every retrenchment in eur ex- 

ences that we thouglit we could. We 
_ used ne meat of any consequence 
this sammer ; and since we have had 
vegetables, very little bread. Our 
living now is pounded corn, potatees, 
and milk. Ido not mention this to 
complain ; for we have vever eaten 


eur food with so much gladness of 


heart, or enjoyed so good health since 
we have been with this people. But 
our vegetables amd corn will soon be 
spent ; (yet, with a blessing, we shall 
soon have meat)—a cold winter is ap- 
proaching us—our clothes are getting 
poor. Icontracted to give my Inter- 
preter eight dollars per month. He is 
a poor man, and will need clothes. 
My other debts amount fo nearly two 
handred dollars, which no doubt will 
press me as soon as iny circumstances 
are known—Besides my young men 
are anxious [I should print some of 
my Manuscripts; especially some 
Hymns and Psalms, which they are 
anxious to learn to sing,and one has 
made some progress.—Neither do I 
mention these things with despoyden- 
cy or discouragement—The Lord will 
surely order all things in the best pos- 
sible way—And if He has any thing 
for us to do among this pcople, He 
will sastain us and ‘lay upon us no 
greater burden than He wi!l enable 
ustobear. Weare unworthy to sui- 
fer in the cause of Him who sbed His 
blood for us.—bBelieve me, sir, we 
have no trouble butour wicked de- 
praved hearts, which sometimes break 
out to the annoyance of our peace and 
the hindrance of our prayers. O, do 
pray forus that we grieve not away 
the Holy Spirit. 

It struck my mind as a lawful ex- 
pedient, if you thought proper to lay 
my circumstances before the Christ- 
ian public, that ifauy Societies or In- 
dividuals did believe, and were dispos- 
ed to relieve us, as the servants of 
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Christ, they would not lose their re- 


ward. 

May He who knoweth we are but 
dust, of His great merey, pardon 
whatever is wroug in uiatter or mo- 
live in this Coummuniecation, and own 
and accept of whatever is of truth aid 
sincerity, tor Jesus’ sake.

If the translation which Mr. liyde has made 
of a part of the Bible could be printed in the 
Iudian language, and schools established to 
learn them to read it, we have no doubt the 
(sospel might be permanently andetiicaciously 
introduced among them. 

We think Mr. Hyde has a claim on the 
Christian public for support; and the Editor 
engages to transmit any donations in money 
Ww hich may be left with him :—And being un- 
willing to deprive Mr. Hyde of the privilege 
of reading the Religious Intelligencer, he has 
cancelle od his account for two years, and will 
continue to send it to the close of the present 
volume.

Or 
whence arises this backwardness in 
meeting together, to speak often one 
to another, reaporting the things which 
concern our everlasting peace, and in 
uniting in fervent prayer, for that infi- 
nite blessing, the Holy Spirit, to descend 
upon us. Where the Spirit of God has 
been poured out upon a people, many, 
who before were as safe and contented 
with their spiritual condition as we now 
are with ours, have been greatly alarm- 
ed. Sinners in Zion have been a- 
fraid, and fearfulness has surprised hyp- 
ocrites.” 

A large number have been convin- 
ced that they must have gone to per- 
dition, had they persevered in their 
formal, or worldly and impenitent 
courses but little longer. 

Deeply impressed with these weighty 
considerations, I shall again attempt to 
revive religious conferences in this place, 
And I would urge ail Christian profess- 
ors, punctually to attend them. And [in- 
vite those who are without, and [ also 
request the youth to be present, and 
that God would pour upon us a spirit of 
prayer and supplication, and revive his 
work, and build up his kingdom, not 
only in this town, but universally 
through the world, is the sincere prayer 
of your Pastor. 


It has long been the opinion of the 
writer of the above, that nothing con- 
tributes more in a general view, to ex- 
cite the attention of careless persons to 
serious consideration, than religious 
conferences and familiar addresses, to 
the consciences of sinners. This, by a 
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divine hlessing, sexs es to p: epare such 
as have been stupid aud unprofitable 
hearers, when studied and well cou- 
nected discourses have been delivered 
in the sanctuary, to listen to public in- 
struction given on the Lord’s day. And 
from the observation of the writer, who 
has been in the ministry nearly forty 
years, the greater part of awake ening 
and revivals of religion which have ta- 
ken place, so far as his ihformation 
hath extended, have owed their begii- 
nings under God, to prayer meetings 
and conferences, or private addresses 
to individuals on the subject of religion. 





SABBATH SCHOOL AT NEWTON. 


After the services of Sunday the Stk 
inst. in the Episcopal Charch at the 
Lower Falls, an examination of the 
Sabbath School established during the 
last six months.took place, highly cred- 
itable to the children and gratifying to 
those who were present. The interest 
to which this little institution had given 
rise, aud the expectations which were 
formed, were by no means disappoint- 
ed. The suprising powers of the inem- 
ory, has beea instanced in a peculiar 
degree in this schooi, as will be obser- 
ved by the very large portions of Scrip- 
ture recited in the space of three 
months, by several of the children not 
over 13 years of age. 

It must be gratifying to learn that 
the scholars had been excited io dili- 
gence by very litde else than the up- 
probation of their pareats and insiruc- 
tors, and a desire of becoming acquaint- 
ed with the Scriptures; as rewards had 
been distributed but once since the 
commencement of the School. The 
following minutes coutain a part of the 
progress made by some of the scholars 
since the 9th of August, 1815, 

A boy who worked in a Factory du- 
ring the week, committed to memory 
and recited at school 3G10 verses from 
the New-Testament, and the answers 
to 430 of Cummings’ Questions. An- 
other recited 860 verses and the an- 
swers to 250 Questions. Five boysre- 
cited 605 verses each, beside answers 
to questions. Seven recited over 200 
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each. Three boys recited over 
}04 verses each. Two girls under [3 
years of age, recited over 750 verses 
each. Four girls recited 205 verses 
each. The school has consisted of 50 
scholars, of an average, who together 
have recited 13,330 verses, 1796 an- 
swers to questions from different books, 
and 334 Hymns. The conduct of the 
children has always been creditable to 
them, and this school can probably 
beast of as much if not more order and 
cood behaviour than any other in our 
state. It would almost appear as ii 
higher motives than these which are 
wont to influence infantile minds had 
conduced to the rapid proficiency evi- 
denced in the above statement, and the 
peculiar interest in and attention to 
the vbjects of the school. It must be 
doubly pleasing to those instrumental 
in its esta! blishment, and. who have 
been engaged in the duties of instruct- 

3; to reflect upon the utility which al!- 

rea has, and to a much greater de- 
cree hereafter must attend their exer- 
uons,. 

Societies for the distribution of the 
Bible and Religious Tracts, are nume- 
rous in our days: yet unless through 
ve medium of Sabbath Schools, owing 
ingeneral to the neglect of parents, the 
blessings which they confer will seldom 
extend to the most Important period of 
ile, when the mind not yet accustom- 
ed to the associations of vice is most 
susceptible of religious truth.{ Recorder.

It was stated in a Newspaper lately, 
that, supposing the British and For- 
eign Bible Society were to distribute 
as many copies of the Scrip‘ures each 
year, as they have done during the first 
12 years, wherein 1,675,994 copies 
have been circulated, it would still 
take four centuries to supply each in- 
dividual in the world with a copy;

Walker Seribe. Latroductory prayer by Mr. 
Dana, sermon by Professor Stuart, from Gal. 
vi.9, 10: “ Let us not be weary in well doing, 
for in due season we shall reap if we faint not, 
As we have therefore opportunity, let us do 
good unto allmen.” Theconsecrating prayer 
by Dr. Porter, the address to the Missiouaries 
by Dr. Worcester, and the right hand of fel- 
lowship by Mr. Huatington. Atter the ordina- 
tion service, the Sacrament of the Lord’s Sup- 
per was administered to the members of the 
different churches present. The whole solem- 
nity was impressive and delightful. The con- 
tribution amounted to 172 dollars. 

The following lines were written by a female 
friend in 1810, occasioned by reading the 
account of the five young men, who first 
devoted themselves as Missionaries to the 
Heathen. It has lain by with other 
scraps ; perhaps it will not be improper at the 
present time. 


Dear generous youth, my heart rose high 
Iu praise to God, and thanks to you, 
Soon as I cast my eager eye, 
On what you had resolv’d to do. 


But can you from your kindred part ? 
Bid friends, and nalive land adieu ?

These bugbears to the timmid mind,
